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City cancels 
vote on budget 


Chamber of Commerce awards

Fellow 
members 
of 
the 


Corsicana 
City 
Commission 


have challenged Commissioner 
H.R. Stroube Jr. to come up 
with an alternate plan for 
raising the money needed by the 
city for employe pay raises. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood called 


off the vote on the proposed city 
budget Tuesday afternoon after 
Commissioners R.A. Armistead 
and Gene Johnson had both told 
Stroube that they would con- 
sider any plan he could provide 
for raising the additional money 
without raising the garbage, 
water and sewer fees. The 
budget has been approved on 
first reading. 


Stroube voted against the 


budget at the last commission 
meeting, 
saying 
the 
com- 


mission "took the easy way 
out" in approving the fee in- 
creases. He cited uncollected 
paving liens and delinquent 
taxes as a possible source of 
more money for the city. 


said, "that the record of our tax 
attorney has been good in the 
period of years previously given 
(1968-76). 
Total 
collections 


including penalty and interest, 
have been $312,177. After paying 
out 15 per cent to the tax at- 
torney, all of the delinquent 
taxes collected went to the city 
plus $11,900 of the penalty and 
interest. The rate of collection 
has increased in recent years, 
indicating that neither he nor 
the commission has been taking 
it easy."

What would it take to get the lower 


branches of mimosa trees planted between 
the curb and sidewalk at 2nd Ave. and 26th 
St. trimmed? The branches obstruct the 
view of cars moving south from 26th St. 
onto 2nd Ave. and constitute a traffic 
hazard. 


Municipal Services Director Delma 


Ware says that the owner of the trees in 
question has been contacted and has 
agreed to trim the lower branches you are 
asking about. 


Ware says that these trees are in the 


parkway, and, as such, could be removed 
or trimmed by city forces if found to 
present a traffic hazard. 


Ware says that these particular trees 


are "not that big of a problem" since there 
is still almost a block of visibility before 
they obscure the view.

City Manager Dick Ballenger says that 


utility costs at the new building run about 
$1,000 a month more than for the old city 
hall. But he adds that "That amount would 
have very little bearing on the demand for 
money." 


On recent trips to Navarro Mills lake, I 


have noticed an increasing number of 
areas being posted to traffic and camping, 
and now they even have put up gates and 
fences and charge admission. The charge 
is fine, but they lock the gate at 11 p.m. 
What happens in case of an emergency? 


Can you tell us if the gate fees collected 


at Liberty Hill and Oak Park at Navarro 
Mills lake are sufficient to pay the salaries 
of the gate fee collectors? 


The gate fees are charged by the Corps 


of Engineers, who are required to charge 
fees for use of Corps lakes by an act of 
Congress. In the past, according to the 
Corps, a "roving ranger" went around 
collecting the fees, but a new system of 
gates and fences has been instigated to 
provide campers with added security. 


It doesn't have to be an emergency for 


you to leave the camping areas after 11 
p.m., a Corps official said. An around-the- 
clock attendant lives in a trailer near the 
gate, and he will open the gate for bonifide 
campers who need to leave after the gate 
is locked, whether it be for an emergency 
or for more fishing tackle. 


The Corps indicated that the gate at- 


tendant system is expected to cost about 
the same as the ranger did, but with the 
added bonus of a bit tighter control and 
security for campers at the lake. 


The Corps said they wouldn't know 


whether the fees will be enough to pay for 
the guard until the end of the year, but 
regardless, they have to levy those fees. 


When will S. 38th St. be repaved? The 


road was torn out so new drainage could be 
put in and has not been repaved. 


Jack London, resident engineer for the 


Highway Department, says he can't 
provide any specific date for the repaving, 
but that the Highway 31 project of which it 
is a part should be completed 
by 


November if the good weather holds up. 


He says that all tie-in streets that have 


been damaged will be replaced prior to the 
completion of the project.

disease can be very ill and then 
several hours later be up and 
around and feeling fine, the 
state doctor said. 


The 
doctor 
advised 
that 


mosquitoes bite mostly at dusk 
and at night and warned those 
who had to be outside at these 
times 
to 
wear 
mosquito 


repellent. He said that youth 


seems to be a deterrent to the 
disease. He said those over 40 
years-of-age are more likely to 
get the disease because they are 
more likely to be out at night. 
They also have less resistance 
to infection, he said. 


Two confirmed cases have 


been reported in Harris County 
with one of the cases, a 47 year 
old man, 
listed 
in critical 


condition. 


STROUBE SAID this morning 


that he has "something in 
mind" as far as an alternative, 
but that he's "not free to talk 
about it right now." 


He was not optimistic about 


having a plan to present at the 
next 
commission 
meeting, 


noting the difficulty of "doing in 
two weeks what they couldn't do 
in three or four months." 


Tuesday, Armistead read a 


two-page 
type-written 


statement answering Stroube's 
earlier claims by saying that 
any fault in the area of un- 
collected 
or 
uncollectable 


paving liens would reside with 
the 
commission 
which 
authorized that paving and that 
Stroube was the only present 
commissioner who was on that 
commission. 


Armistead also reported that 


the city has "a good collection 
record" on delinquent taxes 
over the past eight years, 
usually in the neighborhood of 
95 per cent. 


"It seems to me," Armistead 


ARMISTEAD NOTED that 


since January of 1975 the city 
has filed 55 tax suits and that 
the school district has filed 40 
more which the city has joined. 


Armistead also noted that 


since 1975 there is only $33,141 in 
delinquent taxes, saying that 
some people just can't afford to 
pay their taxes and that law 
suits in such cases 
would 


"deprive some people of their 
only habitation." 


Armistead, however, said he 


is willing' to go along with 
Stroube and repeal the garbage 
fee increase if Stroube can 
present a "plan that will collect 
enough delinquent taxes and 
paving assessments to pay for 
The increased buduet costs." 


Stroube retorted' 'I don't have 


any 
prepared 
statement to 


answer this debating coach, 
which he used to be, but I 


- always have raised the question 


about paving assessments. He's 
wrong about that." 


Stroube said that the lack of 


action in that area was one 
reason he favors appointing the 
city attorney, because 
"we 


never could get our city at- 
torney,

assessments." 


budget now." 


Stroube also said that he had 


taken the word of the 
tax 


assessor-collector, 
"who said 


we have too many delinquent 
taxes and $100,000 is the figure 
he gave me." 


Johnson and Mrs. Youngblood 


both disagreed with Stroube's 
contention that it's too late to 
make any changes, Johnson 
saying "If there's any other 
plan to come up with, I'll get off 
on working on it and trying to 
get something together. The 
budget's not due till October; 
maybe we can work something 
out." 


Mrs. Youngblood agreed that 


the city has plenty of time to 
amend and approve a new 
budget but was much blunter in 
challenging Stroube to come up 
with an alternate proposal. 


HE ADDED that "If this plan 


had been requested sooner to 
figure out some way to collect 
these delinquent taxes, well I 
might could have come up with 
one. We can't come up with one 
before we need to pass the 


"TO PUT IT simply, Mr. 


Stroube," she said, 
"you've 


accused us of acting hastily and 
of not exerting the extra effort 
needed to raise the money 
needed. 


"I think we did exert the 


effort, but just in case we didn't 
or we acted too hastily, we're 
not going to vote on this budget 
at this meeting. That will give 
you time to come up with an 
alternate method of financing 
our '76-77 budget." . 


Mrs. 
Youngblood 
added 


"We're open-minded and we'll 
welcome your solution. It will 
be an item on the next agenda 
and it will read 'Commissioner 
Stroube's proposal for financing 
the 1976-77 budget.'" 


During her 
speech, 
Mrs. 


Youngblood remarked 
"The 


rest of us don't care to be the 
goats.

When Stroube interjected that 


"These are your words," Mrs. 
Youngblood cut him off and told 
him she still had the floor.

He said fever, disorientation 


and drowsiness are symptoms 
of the disease. The disease is not 
communicable 
between 


humans. It is contracted from 
infected mosquitoes and it is not 
unusual for several persons in a 
family or a neighborhood to 
contract the disease because 
the infected mosquitos are 
in 


the area.

Luna said the lengthy brief 


hits on 10 points concerning the 
decision 
made 
by Federal 


District Judge Sarah T. Hughes 
in 
redistricting

County. 


The County Commissioners 


Court voted to appeal Judge 
Hughes' decision to the Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New 


Orleans. The implementation of 
the new county precincts, ac- 
cording to Hughes' adopted 
plan, has been halted by a stay 
order from Hughes' court. 


His 
brief 
questions 
the 


jurisdiction 
of 
the 
Dallas 


District Court in the case since 
the plaintiffs 
did not show 


anything unconstitutional about 
the 1969 redistricting plan, Luna 
said. 


He 
said 
they 
will 
also 


challenge the fact that the 
commissioners were not named 
individually in the suit. Only 
County Judge Rob Dunn was 
named specifically in the suit. 


He said that the brief also 


challenges the finding that the 


1969 
precincts are not con- 


stitutionally 
mal-apportioned 


and that the precincts were not 
unconstitutionally, 
or 
in- 


vidiously 
drawn 
to 
dilute, 


minimize or cancel out the 
voting strength of the black 
residents. 


LUNA SAID that the brief 


also claims the District Court 
was in error in making findings 
of fact. "We think we can 
demonstrate that the court had 
no basis for findings of fact and 
didn't 
point 
out 
any 
con- 


stitutional violations," 
Luna 


said. 


The brief also challenges the 


District Court's appointment of 


a special master to draw up a 
redistricting plan. Luna said 
that a special master is only 
appointed in highly unusual 
cases and he said he felt that 
this case does not qualify. 


Luna said the brief also takes 


issue with the adoption of the 
plan submitted by the special 
master without the plans of the 
special master being filed so 
that 
the 
defendants 
could 


submit written objections. 


THE BRIEF also claims the 


adopted 
plan 
is 
a 
racial 


gerrymander in favor of the 
black population and says that 
the plan submitted 
by the 


defendants during 
the trial 


should have been adopted, if 
any redistricting plan were to 
be adopted. 


The brief also challenges the 


awarding of attorneys' fees to 
the plaintiffs. 


Luna 
said 
that 
he 
has 


requested an oral argument 
before the court of of appeals in 
New Orleans, but that hearing 
date will probably not be set for 
two to three months. 
The 


plaintiffs must file a brief 
within the next month and the 
plaintiffs are allowed a rebuttal 
brief. 


Luna would give no estimate 


of the cost to the county for the 
appeal. 


Deficit school budget passes

A $4.8 million preliminary 


school budget, calling for no tax 
increase 
but 
containing 
a 


$55,000 deficit, was adopted by 
Corsicana 
school 
trustees 


following a public hearing on 
the document last night. 


But marked contrast to the 


hearing held last year, there 
were few people present and no 
questions asked by the public 
concerning the 1976-77 budget. 
Trustees spent some 45 minutes 
discussing, 
questioning, and 


hearing explanations of the 
document before voting. 


On 
a 
motion 
by 
board 


member Dr. James Curington, 
the board voted unanimously to 
"accept the 1976-77 preliminary 
budget as presented." 


A FINAL budget, according 


to 
board 
president 
Maco 


Stewart, will be presented and 
accepted by trustees in a called 
meeting Aug. 31, the final day of 
the district's fiscal year. There 
are no major changes in the 
document anticipated. 


The budget reflects a net 


increase 
of $102,932 in 
an- 


ticipated 
expenditures, 
com- 


pared 
to 
the 
expenditures 


budgeted for the current year. 


The majority of that jump is 


due 
to 
salary 
increases, 


established 
by 
the 
Texas 


legislature as a part of House 
Bill 1126, the board was told. 


Salary expenditures for next 


year will total more than $2.7 
million, an increase of $152,988 
over this year's salary ex- 
penditures. 
In 
order 
to 


somewhat offset that deficit, 
School Business 
Mgr. Euin 


Frank told the board 
that 


several areas were cut back. 
The first preliminary budget's 
$89,000 deficit was reduced to 
$55,185 through such cuts, he 
noted. 


ANOTHER INCREASE the 


district faces next year is the 
raising by the state of the local 
share of school financing. In 
1975-76, local 
sources 
were 


required to pay 30 cents per 
student in average daily at- 
tendance (ADA) in Corsicana 
schools. 


But in 1976-77, by law that 


increases to 35 cents per ADA. 
That increase is compounded 


further by the fact that the state 
shows property in the Corsicana 
school district to be valued at 
$178 million, some $20 million 
more than the fair market value 
established by the local tax 
assessor-collector last year. 


"The 
question 
might 
be 


raised as to why our tax rolls 
reflect $158 million evaluation 
and 
the state 
shows $178 


million," Frank noted in a two- 
page 
commentary 
on 
the 


budget. "The answer could be 
that their figure does not take 
into consideration those who 
qualify 
for 
exemption. 
The 


other answer could be that they 


are using inflated construction 
costs to compute or to arrive at 
values. 


"UNDER 
ANY 
cir- 


cumstances, most all of the 
other districts are in the same 
boat," the comment continues. 


"At any rate the local tax 
burden has 
been 
increased 


(next year) by $89,000." 


In last night's meeting, Frank 


noted that if Corsicana only 


provided the minimum foun- 
dation schools and simply met 
the minimum requirement for 
local taxes, then a five cent tax 
increase 
would have 
been 


necessary because of the jump 
in the local share. 


Property valuations for next 


year have increased from $158 
million to $162 million, the 
budget notes. 


The district expects $4,818,903 


in revenue for 
1976-77, 
and 


anticipates spending $4,874,088. 


Areas cut to reduce the deficit 


include the recently adopted 
supplemental salary schedule 
for teachers new to the district. 
Formerly, all teachers received 
a $500 supplement from the 
district, but now that is earned 
over a three-year period by 
teachers new to the district. 
That move saved local tax- 
payers 
approximately 
one 


teacher's salary a year, Frank 
noted. 


FOUR TEACHER aides were 


cut for next year, a move that 
will 
save 
another 
$19,480. 


Budgeted 
money 
for 
in- 


structional equipment was cut 


by $18,000, one assistant prin- 
cipal at Collins Middle school 
was eliminated saving $9,157, 
and about $16,000 will be saved 
by paying cash for three years 
of school insurance. 


Frank 
and 
Supt. 
Mark 


Culwell both noted that revenue 
for this year will "substantially 
exceed 
our 
expenditures, 


"leaving 
an 
unanticipated 


surplus which can be carried 
over. The reason for that, Frank 
explained, was that the district 
stayed 
"well 
within" 
the 


budget, 
more 
taxes 
were 


collected than projected, more 
state money was received than 
anticipated, and interest was 
earned 
on 
certificates 
of 


deposit. 


"The school board is to be 


commended for providing a 
sound, solid, solvent financial 
base on which our schools can 
operate," Frank noted. "We re 
in good shape financially." 


The public will get one more 


chance to hear the budget 
discussed when it is finally 
adopted before the beginning of 
the next fiscal year.

Charter proposal testimony given

Corsicana City Commission 


will hold another work session 
on 
the 
proposed 
charter 


amendments to 
finalize 
the 


propositions 
that 
may 
be 


submitted to the voters. 


The commission will con- 


sider, at that time, the nearly 
two 
and 
a 
half 
hours of 


testimony on the proposals it 
received during the Tuesday 
afternoon public hearing on the 
amendments. 


No decisions were reached 


Tuesday as commissioners and 
a handful 
of citizens raised 


questions and argued for or 
against certain proposals. 


Single Member Districts 


AH in attendance seemed to 


agree that any kind of single- 
member district plan should be 
voted on separately from other 
provisions currently included in 
the election amendment. 


Foley Wynn and Neil Wood 


both spoke in agreement with 
Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood's 


statement in Sunday's Daily 
Sun that if any kind of single 
member district plan is sub- 


mitted to the voters, it should be 
a legitimate one where the 
people in each ward are solely 
responsible for electing their 
commissioners. 


Both men 
pointed to the 


uselessness 
of 
preparing 


modified plan currently being 
considered since such plans 
have 
historically 
been 


overruled 
by 
the 
Attorney 


General's office and thrown out 
by the courts. 


'Wood said the plan whereby 


people live in certain areas but 
are voted on from at large is the 
"worst type of representation" 
since it gives "the illusion of 
area representation without the 
reality." 


HE 
SUGGESTED 
the 


possibility of having at least one 
commissioner running at large 
in addition to those from each 
ward. 


August 
Wendorf 
told 
the 


commission that the Charter 
Review Committee had favored 
six city precincts and he added 
that the city could cross county 
precinct lines if it so desired. 


Wendorf also defended the 


committee's suggestion to elect 
all city commission members 
every two years, instead of 
under the current staggered 
system. He said such a plan 
would save election costs and 
that the possibility of electing 
an all new commission would be 
remote since a commissioner 
could always run for reelection. 


Mrs. Youngblood took issue 


with that suggestion, saying 
that it would encourage people 
to run on slates with like- 
minded candidates and that 
she's against that 
type of 


election. She added that she 
could "go get me a slate that 
wouldn't quit. And I know just 
where to go." 


The 
commission 
also 


discussed the expense of run-off 
elections in each ward if a 
majority is required for elec- 
tion. (Wendorf said that such a 
majority is currently required 
under state law.) 


While 
Mrs. 
Youngblood 


questioned not having the city 
secretary included among the 
appointments delegated to the

Ennis fights 'bedroom city' 
image with local industry 


ENNIS—Although located only 33 minutes 


from downtown Dallas, this eastern Ellis 
County city is striving to keep its identity and 
not become another "bedroom city," one in 
which most of the residents commute to 
Dallas to work, but prefer to live in a small 
town atmosphere. 


Jack McKay, Ennis Chamber of Commerce 


manager and executive vice-president of the 
Ennis Industrial Foundation, says that Ennis 
is becoming more known as an industrial 
town, rather than a "bedroom" community. 


There are approximately 60 industries 


already located in this town of 15,000 residents 
employing an estimated 3,500 workers. Some 
of the industries are small with only five 
employes, but the largest, Ennis Business 
Forms, Inc., employs 850. 


Ennis has been experiencing an annual 


growth rate of approximately 15 percent over 
the past few years, and estimates indicate 
that by 1980, there will be 20,000 residents. 


"IN 1975, 65 percent of the growth of Ellis 


County occurred in Ennis," points out 
McKay. 


"But Ennis is definitely not a bedroom 


town," he contends. 


City Manager Gerald Yarbrough said that 


although Ennis has a variety of "smaller, but 
good industries," it provides a diversified 
foundation. 


"The city tries to work closely with the 


chamber and the industrial foundation," says 
Yarbrough. "The more industry, the better 
the tax base, the better the economy." 


Yarbrough says that there are some 


residents who work in Dallas, but he doesn't 
know how many. 


Julie Oakley, manager of the Willow Creek 


Apartments, one of the newest complexes in 
Ennis, says that approximately 75 percent of 
her tenants work in the Ennis area. 


But she is quick to point out that she has a 


waiting list of 50 people from Dallas and Fort 
Worth wanting to lease an apartment. 


"APPARENTLY the school situation has 


something to do with it," she said. 


Most of her present tenants have lived in 


Ennis at one time and are not newcomers to 
the area. 


Those tenants working in Dallas include 


three Dallas policemen she said. 


McKay says that the industrial foundation 


is very active in Ennis and four industrial 
parks have been built by the organization. 


He explains that when the city gets an in- 


dustrial prospect, "we design, build and 
finance it through the industrial foundation. 


"It's at the point where now it's a matter of 


finding a place to put these industries in a 
desirable location," he said. 


The amount of industry has caused Ennis to 


have a low tax rate, and "the homeowner 
doesn't have to carry the load," he explains. 


MCKAY SAYS there are other factors 


besides the low tax rate which make Ennis a 
desirable place to locate, both for industry 
and residents. 


The Ennis Public Schools offer an "ex- 


cellent curriculum supported by an un- 
derstanding and able teaching and ad- 
ministrative staff," he says. 


There is also a 12-grade accredited Catholic 


school, St. John's, with teachers supplied by 
both members of the teaching order and 
qualified lay teachers. 


The municipal airport has recently un- 


dergone a $200,000 remodeling program, and 
future plans call for the purchase of more 
land for the airport and extension of the 
runway. 


A new library is also in the planning stages, 


with construction to begin next year, says 
McKay.
